HAVE WE A 
STOCK-LAW? 


Some Say Yes—Some Say 
No. Judge Says Law 
is 
Not Effective. 


GREENWOOD 


Serious doubt as to whether Wise 
county has a stock law has developed. 
A gentleman from the Denton creek 
country came to town last week to in­ 
vestigate the measure with a view 
to 
taking 
steps 
to 
protect 
his 
property from the depredations of 
his neighbor’s cattle, and he was as­ 
tonished to find that no guarantees 
could be vouchsafed by any county 
official that the law was in force. 
It is not questioned that the law 
was adopted by a majority vote of 
the people, for the minutes of the 
county clerk’s office, 
duly 
sworn, 
show the vote; but it is claimed by 
some that the law' was forfeited by 
failure of the county authorities to 
publicly proclaim the result of the 
election after it was held- 
By others 
it is held that the law was nullified 
by reason of t h e commissioner’s 
court’s failure to authorize the elec­ 
tion. 
One of these two reasons is 
responsible for the alledged voidance 
pf the law. 
It is said that Judge Terrell has 
made a cursory examination of the 
situation and has pronounced the law 
inoperative. ’I his also is the opinion, 
it is claimed, of Attorneys R. 
E. 
Carswell and T. J. McMurray. The 
members of the present commission­ 
ers’ court are clearly unable to say 
whether or not the law is in force. 
As far as the county attorney is 
■concerned, he states that he has de­ 
cided to proceed w'ith the enforcement 
of that portion of the law' which per­ 
tains to his office, to-wit: the prose­ 
cution of those who wilfully turn 
their stock out in violation of the 
law*. 
He holds that in such a case' 
the burden w’ould be on the defend­ 
ant to show the illegality of the law, 
thus raising the question of the le­ 
gality of the whole law. 
^ This is rather a peculiar situation, 
and doubtless there are many citizens 
who would like to know the truth of 
the matter. 
Another strange feature 
Is the apparent difficulty of the county 
officials to decide who should assume 
the responsibility of making an in­ 
vestigation and clearing up the mat­ 
ter. 
But this should be done. 
Such an 
important law should not be shroud­ 
ed in doubt. 
lf the results of the election have 
been made ineffective by some kind 
of technical error, the people should 
be made aware of the fact so that a 
second election can be held and the 
people allo ted to again pass on the 
question. 
We believe that the measure would 
be reindorsed by the people should it 
become necessary. 
I he citizen from 
Denton 
creek mentioned expressed 
himself as ready to circulate petitions 
^ in his neighborhood calling for a sec- 
▼ 
ond election if it became necessary. 
Let us have light on this matter.

ROLLERS OF CONCRETE. 


P ro ce ss F o r M a k i n g C h eap and D e sir­ 
able F a r m Articles. 


A concrete roller is a very desirable 
article to have on a farm . One may ne 
made at slight cost that will be quite 
as serv iceable as an iron roller costing 
aeveral dollars. 
Following is described 
a simple and practical way of making 
a concrete roller: The first cut shows 
tw o completed rollers, one with an 
iron handle, the other with one of 
wood; 2 by 4 should be used for side 
pieces. The weight of a concrete roller 
m ay be figured at about 150 pounds 
per cubic foot. 
These directions will 


be.d or Hisn. sometimes produced by 
contact of face and arm s with the net­ 
tle-like fuzz on the stalks of the hop 
vine. 
It dtfes not affect all pickers. 
The other is the dark staining of the 
hands resulting from the resin of the 
blossom.

be for making a roller eighteen inches 
long and eighteen incites in diameter, 
weighing, therefore, about 400 pounds. 
L arger sizes may he m ade by merely 
changing the dimensions of tile forms. 
H ave a tinner cut No. 24 galvanized 
sheet iron to a size IS by 57 inches 
and roll in his machine until the edges 
lap two or three inches. 
Get some 
strips 
one-half or five-eighths 
inch 
th ic k 'and two inches wide. Cut eight 
pieces one foot long and one piece sev­ 
enteen inches long. 
Select a smooth 
board surface two feet or more square, 
drive a nail in the center and tie a 
string to it. 
Fasten a pencil to the 
string just nine inches from the nail 
and draw a circle eighteen inches in 
diameter. 
Take the eight pieces cut 
out, lay them on the circle, with each 
piece just projecting beyond the circle. 
Nail these firmly together where they 
overlap with small nails. 
M ark the same circle on this form 
and cut out with a com pass saw. Nail 
the seventeen inch strip across this 
and bore a hole exactly in the center 
to fit the axle, w hich should be a 
piece of shafting one inch in diameter, 
or three-quarter luch gas pipe two feet 
Jong. 
N ext make a baseboard about two 
feet square of dressed lumber, cleats 
on the underside.

A cow with her second or third calf 
is the most desirable of all, and this is 


J undoubtedly the most profitable age to 
buy cows. 
As milkers and breeders 
they have all their best days in front 
of them aud with sufficient time to 
pay handsomely. 
Young and old cowrs 
j are very distinct in appearance. 
The 
form er have an unm istakable appear­ 
ance of fullness of flesh and coat, 
while the old ones are more or less 
shrunk. 
The teetli give an indication 
of age, and the horns are often looked 
to as a guide, the young having smooth 
horns, while those of the aged are 
wrinkled.
